second great Liberty Loan. 


The drive from the Second Liberty 
Loan of 1917 was under way here 
today, as it was in every portion of 
the United States. 
The teush county bankers associ­ 
ation in charge has not been inform­ 
ed what the county quot^is, but it is 
assured that everyone who buys a. 
bond this time will get it. The first 
loan was oversubscribed arid the is­ 
sue was prorated among the subscri­ 
bers. 
The present issue is for $3,000,- 
000,000 convertible four 
per cent 
bonds, although if applications ex­ 
ceed this amount, the secretary of 
the treasury reserves the right to 
allot up to one-half of all subscrip­ 
tions in excess of the $3,000,000,000 
offering. 
Every bank in the county has re­ 
ceived twenty-seven cards, one for 
each day of the campaign, on which 
they are to report to the .seventh 
district federal reserve bank in Chi­ 
cago. Each bank has a serial num­ 
ber, which is printed on the ca,rds. 
The banks are instructed to send in 
a card 
each 
day, 
regardless..,\ of 
whether they had any subscriptions. 
These reports will give the number of 
bonds and the aggregate amount. 
As a proof of the kind of invest­ 
ments Liberty Bonds are, bankers to­ 
day cited the fact that bonds of the 
first issue are now selling above par. 
The first issue bore three and a half 
per cent interest, but since the sec­ 
ond issue is four per cent, th^se of 
the first issue automatically become 
four per cent. Interest is paid semi­ 
annually. 
The bankers organization has re­
